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Analysis of Present and future soviet Propaganda 
Activities Carried m Through the Medium of 
International Organizations 


Recent trends in the soviet propaganda campaign carried, on 
through international organisations, movement e, and conferences 
indicate that the standard stock ’peace** theme is being supplemented 
at a rapidly increasing rate by a variety of Cultural and welfare 
programs designed to appeal to all segments of all societies. The 
overall tendency of these programs and the manner in which they are 
being handled indicates a policy of eaploylag positive, offensive 
tactics actively attaching the United States, as well as the carry- 
ing on of the previous campaign extolling the merits of soviet 
methods mid conditions* The objective lies beyond the point of 
merely keeping the satellite peoples aligned against us. it is 
now designed to alienate all peoples which are now friendly to us 
or allied with us by demonstrating to them our am eras smm and 
defects and the dangers inherent in being susceptible to our Influence. 
This is being hammered heme day after day in the most effective 
manner possible, being driven right Into the specialised pressure 
groups of professional youths, women, students, scholars, publicists, 
literati, mid others, iigaificuntly enough, political considerations, 
at such, ere artfully played do hi in this process. 

In general these cultural and welfare programs are designed to 
(&; distract the attention of the participants m a diversion from 
actual analytical consideration of real world issues, (bj heighten 
the role of £>ovi#t world leadership la cultural, welfare, -and spiritual 
affairs, and (c) portray the .United States in the light of cultural 
sterility and of callousness toward the welfare of individuals within 
and without the country, in addition to being a promoter of war for 
purposes of capitalistic gain. 

..x&sipiee of the various programs are analysed, in rnorw specific 
detail hereunder. 
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Ttw international Ccnforeao* la Defeat* of Children, aehedulod 
t© he hold 12-16 April 1952 la Vienna under the eutopic*# of an 
International sponsoring Committee, la being heralded all over the 
world, Communist sources report that 26 national eosttitte«s have 
been set up amt 16 national conferences have been held to popular!*© 
the meeting. Present plane contemplate permanent organisational 
expansion, and 6Q0 delegatee, representing J8 countries, are expected 
to attend, the published brochure points oat that the children of 
today are suffering from the effects of war preparations, that 
budgets for health end. education are being neglected in favor of 
military expenditures, and that the ear situation has reduced 
colonial countries to a state of famine* It also points out that 
hundreds of thousands of Korean children have beam exterminated 
during the bombings of civilians in that country or have died there 
from the effects of the ravage* of war, the brochure further state® 
that the Conference will vert in a free, objective, and scientific 
manner to exchange views and examine data in order to decide what 
can be dene to protect the life and health ef children threatened 
by war, to bring up children in a spirit of democratic friendship 
between all peoples, to protect children from the pernicious 
influence of Immoral literature, ilia® and radio broadcasts, and 
to insure adequate opportunities for education and development for 
all children, especially in colonial lands* 

Thor* can be scant doubt that this Conference win be a smugly 
respectable fern la which the "guilt* of the United State* will be 
duly determined from "data*' which will he furnished on the death of 
children in Korea, and adequate censure of the United States will he 
accessed in the eye* of the civilised world. Moreover, It will 
doubtless be found, Judicially, that the pernicious influence of 
ianoral literature, films, and radio broadcasts has its origin iu 
the United states, which thereby contributes to the delinquency of 
the children of the world, the findings, minutes, and proceeding# 
of this Conference will be reported bach to Child welfare association® 
in all countries, which will represent a tremendous audience of 
people beyond the usual claques of indigenous communists ana co«~ 
mualst sympathisers. Accepting as a foregone conclusion that the 
populaces of satellite countries already are saturated wills material 
of this kind, the real danger lies in the anti-united states effects 
which will ensue in neutral and allied countries.

meetings and rallies and its use &e part of the title for such meetings 
will emiimie. However* the cultural and. welfare propaganda theses 
will be exploited at the peace conferences and rallies as veil m at 
separate meetings convoked specifically for their consideration, the 
Australian Youth Carnival for ?e*ce and friendship, scheduled ter 
Sydney* 15-23 March 1952, i* an example of this type of meeting. 

Another example Ues in the British Whitsuntide Youth ^ aca estival, 
sponsored fey the British Youth Festival OmmLltm of the international 
Youth Council (English branch of the World Federation of i.;ea»orati.c 
Youth}, which will be- held during the period 31 hoy - * dune 1952. 

The published aim of the Festival is to “win the young people of 
Britain for the conception that a lasting peace ©«n be wen by their 
united efforts through the eetablistemt of a five-power peace pact.

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In spite of this peace objective, however, a large portion of the 
work of the Meeting will he devoted to m active attack on the 
United states, based on lie alleged genocidal policy toward the 
American negro, its collaboration with the colonial power# in ex- 
ploitation of colonial peoples, its "guilt H against humanity in 
the Korean war, and its lack of cultures. % the time this Festival 
is held, the resolutions c ondemni ng the United States on these 
points which will stem from the International Conference in fiefenee 
of Children, the American later-Contiaental Peace Conference, and 
other such meetings will be available for review, this in turn will 
serve as m excellent buildup for the International Conference in 
Defease of Mights of loath which will be held sometime in the latter 
part of 1952, at a place as yet unaesignated, under the slogan, 
“Youth, Unite for the Carrying Gut of the Economic and Social Umamds 
of Youth, for the Defense of Peace ami Strengthening of Friendship 
between Peoples.*' It will alee serve the ease purpose for such a 
meeting as the Third Congress of the women's International democratic 
Federation, tentatively scheduled for the autumn of 1952, probably 
in Denmark.

A# part of the extensive cultural campaign inaugurated by the 
Soviet group, lists of anaiveroariee and oowecaorations of events of 
cultural significance, birthdays of persons distinguished In the 
fields of the humanities and arts, and other such landmark dates are 
being complied. These include not only list# of such events and per- 
sonages within the soviet orbit, but in the free world as well. The 
purpose is to exploit those by presenting each one against a communist 
backdrop tending to show the fundamental agelessness and catholicity 
of the tenets of the creed. For example, Emils ^ola’e *«F f /UMMkM n 
papers in the Droyfusa case were, the party says, m expression which 
might emanate from the party today* presumably, if Harriet Beecher 
Dtowe were alive today, she would be highly esteemed toy the party for 
her literary efforts on behalf of the American negro in dramatically 
exposing the cruelties of slavery. 

examples of this activity are found in the plan# laid at the 
Movember 1951 meeting of the itorld Peace Council to celebrate the 
150th anniversary of Victor Hugo's birth and the 100th anniversary of 
the death of Hicolai Oogol. They were mode, according to the published 
pros lass&t ion of the Council, as a ''Manifestation of the desire to 
extend international cultural relations.* Both anniversaries fell 
during this month (March; and were highly publicized by Soviet facilities 
as demonstrations of Soviet esneern for International cultural progress , 
pointed ly contracted with United states capitalistic preoocupat ion

in addition to the plan for international celebrations of 
important cultural anniversaries promulgated as above stated, 

made for an international, cultural exchange pro- 
gram* stressing the exchange of delegations throughout the 1952 
vacation period in a plan called "Holidays for Fence," 

this pattern was followed by the xecutive Committee of the 
International Union of students at Its meeting held in mstupeet 
14 -IB March 1952* attended by representatives from national student 
unions, for discussion of the Xtts cultural and sports program, 
oiscussicn centered around plans initiated at a World Federation of 
Wemoeratie Youth Executive Cowsittee meeting held at Copenhagen 
la January which set up an elaborate vacation program for young 
people during the cowing summer including t (1) a Scandinavian 
tooth Gamp at frederikshavn in Morth Jutland for Swedish, Norwegian, 
Finnish* banish and Icelandic youth in July; (2; m English Youth 
Peace Festival in June to which all WST organisations are urged to 
send delegations; (3) the Festival of Peace and Friendship at -ydney, 
Australia 15*20 March, referred to above; (4) simmer vacations in 
Bulgaria for youth of "capitalist and €0100101" countries; {5} Inter- 
national otudont Union summer camps in Rumania, Italy, Guatemala, 
Lebanon end berth Africa; (6) summer vacations in East Germany. 

At the Copenhagen meeting the soviet delegate had reported 
that the 0S38 had already receive over TOO youth delegations since 
the war, amt planned to encourage more. 

The XU§ Executive Committee meeting in Budapest referred t© 
above called for a ban on the ia$»erUn& of "United States trash 
literature" and particularly condemned the issue of Collier's 
Magaslne dealing with atomic weapons. This Is reminiscent of the 
action reported by the International Federation of liemocraiic semen 
in January 1952 announcing the creation, by the Uaien of t rench Women, 
of an Association for the dignity of the doom's areas. This asso- 
ciation includes organisations, individuals, personalities news- 
papers and publications, and it bitterly excoriates literature 
emanating from the United states and finding its way into the 
"Mar shal l is ed" countries, where it corrupts the minds of girls and 
women, inciting then to sexuality and prostitution, violates good 
taste and culture, and degrades girlhood and womanhood. This same 
type of criticism is extended to American motion picture**, comic 
books, magasines, boohs, and literature of every description.

% and. large the ccnMunict press has not played up this confer- 
ence with the usual vigor accorded such occasions, wisely 
to remain silent on the theory that this *IU Olay the suspicions 
of the respectable people whose attendance is meet urgently desired. 
There have bean, however, a few sinister hints in party organs along 
the line that the conference was in part precipitated toy t.te ©on- 
ditlons of economic chaos brought about by the stifling of *s»t-mcct 
trade by <«erican command. There have also been seemingly 
suggestion* that this meeting will b» a friendly showdown which will 
give the West the opportunity to plead the entire cause ol western 
democracy, which, of course,, st the very outeet, puts u© In a most 
disadvantageous position. 

Actually, there is no reason to believe that this meeting will 
be fundamentally any different from any other conanlst internal! on -w 
conference except that the methods will be ®ore dignified -and refined, 
;md thereforewre harmful. The really fraudulent character of the 
Conf erence as an economic meeting is exposed in Col. ***** P te b« r 
ref tired to abov®, but the fraud is not too glaringly obvious to a 
superficial observer, especially aae jhQ vmU to be fair ^ see 

what they have to offer. However, the emergence of the baited aates

Consideration -met be given to the fact that in such countries 
«s Hungary, for example, the organised Froteetani faiths have been, 
completely subjugated and all positions of spiritual leadership arm 
now filled toy churchmen dedicated to the soviet regime whose teachings 
naturally reflect the spiritual leadership ©f Moms* in tote. This 
is less true of the iSa»s® Catholic Church, although serious inroads 
alec have been made in it through physical removal of the churchmen 
and substituting for the* Mo»cow~ooaAnat«d ecclesiastics.
